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The  Women's  Canadian  Historical  Society  of  Ottawa  was 
inaugurated  in  the  year  1898  by  Lady  Edgar,  President  of  the 
Women's  Canadian  Historical  Society  of  Toronto,  the  first  Presi- 
dent being  Mrs.  G.  E.  Foster. 

OBJECTS. 

The  objects  of  the  Society  are  the  encouragement  of  the  study 
of  Canadian  history  and  literature,  the  collection  and  preservation 
of  Canadian  historical  records  and  relics,  and  the  fostering  of 
Canadian  loyalty  and  patriotism. 

MEETINGS. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  is  held  each  year  on  the 
29th  day  of  March,  the  anniversary  of  the  passing  of  the  British 
North  America  Act. 

The  regular  meetings  are  held  on  the  Second  Friday  of  each 
month,  October  to  March  inclusive,  in  the  Public  Library,  at  3.30 
p.m. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The  Membership  Fee  is  fifty  cents  annually. 

The  Society  is  affiliated  with  the  Royal  Society  of  Canadar  the 
National  Council  of  Women,  the  Ontario  Historical  Society,  and 
the  Historical  Landmarks  Association. 
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SIXTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  WOMEN'S 
CANADIAN  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY. 


The  years  1914-1915  will  be  handed  down  in  Canadian  history 
as  years  involved  in  the  greatest  world  war. 

Instead  of  celebrating  peace,  Canada  is  sending  her  sons  to 
aid  the  Mother  country  in  upholding  the  principles  of  truth  and 
justice — for  which  she  stands.  Now,  if  ever,  is  the  time  when 
Canadians,  no  matter  from  which  race  they  have  come,  forgetting 
petty  racial  differences,  should  stand  shoulder  to  shoulder  in 
united  strength  and  loyalty  to  the  home  of  their  adoption,  for 
when  Britain  is  at  war,  Canada  is  at  war  also;  when  Britain  is 
threatened,  Canadians  should  need  no  reminder  of  their  duty. 

And  though  we  cannot  yet  with  certainty  foretell  the  ultimate 
issue  of  the  gigantic  struggle,  we  are  nevertheless  absolutely  con- 
vinced that  right  must  eventually  triumph  over  vaunted  might, 
and  humanitarian  ideals  over  organized  oppression.  And  let  the 
struggle  be  long  or  short,  what  has  been  so  well  begun  by  the 
allies  will  be  patiently  and  thoroughly  concluded.  The  British 
people  have  been  so  imbued  with  the  idea  that  this  war  is  the 
only  way  to  lasting  peace,  that  every  resource  of  the  Empire,  both 
at  home  and  Abroad,  has  been  brought  to  bear  upon  the  situation, 
to  ensure  the  preservation  of  the  integrity  of  the  nation,  and  to 
uphold  the  rights  of  an  injured  and  outraged  people  against 
their  oppressors. 

The  one  outstanding  fact  which  overshadows  all  others  in  the 
Society's  annals  during  the  past  year,  is  the  passing  away  of  our 
President,  Mrs.  Thomas  Ahearn,  after  a  long  illness  borne  with 
gentle  patience  and  resignation.  Mrs.  Ahearn  was  elected  Presi- 
dent on  October  22nd,  1903,  succeeding  Mrs.  S.  E.  Dawson,  and 
remained  in  office  until  November,  1914,  thus  more  than  complet- 
ing eleven  years  of  -continuous  service  as  President.  During  all 
those  years  she  gave  generously  of  her  time  and  talents  for  the 
welfare  of  the  Society.  Mainly  through  her  efforts,  the  Ontario 
Historical  Society  held  its  annual  meeting  in  Ottawa  in  June, 
1914.  On  the  3rd  of  June  Mrs.  Ahearn  turned  the  first  sod  for  the 
foundation  stone  of  the  monument  erected  on  Nepean  Point,  in 


Memory  of  Champlain,  who  took  his  observations  of  the  surround^ 
ing  country  from  that  very  spot.  When  in  the  city  Mrs.  Ahearn 
never  missed  a  meeting  siave  from  illness,  and  was  with  the 
Society  in  spirit  while  away,  as  evidenced  by  letters  and  messages 
received.  Her  last  official  act  was  to  call  a  special  meeting  in 
August  to  ask  the  Society  to  vote  a  sum  of  money  to  the  Hospital 
Ship  Fund.  After  the  meeting  she  hastened  on  her  errand  of 
mercy  bearing  our  little  offering  and  presenting  it  with  her  own 
generous  donation.  Messages  of  sympathy  and  flowers  Were  fre- 
quently sent  by  the  Society  during  her  illness,  and  a  beautiful 
offering  of  orchids  and  lillies  of  the  valley — her  favorite  flowers — • 
sent  after  her  demise.  As  long  as  the  Society  lasts  our  late  Presp 
dent  will  be  held  in  loving  remembrance. 

In  records  of  the  year's  work  we  find  that  two  public,  one 
special,  four  general,  and  eleven  executive  meetings  have  been 
held. 

The  last  anntlal  meeting  Was  held  in  Public  Library  on 
Monday,  March  30th,  since  the  anniversary  of  the  passing  of  the 
British  North  America  Act  fell  on  Sunday. 

In  June  the  Ontario  Historical  Society  held  its  annual  meet- 
ing  in  the  capital,  with  headquarters  at  Chateau  Laurier.  The 
Women's  'Canadian  Historical  Society  6f  Ott'aWa  was  represented 
at  that  meeting  by  Mrs.  Walter  Armstrong,  Mme.  Kheaume,  and 
Mrs.  Bedmond  Quain.  The  successful  arrangements  for  the  con- 
vention were  largely  due  to  the  untiring  efforts  6f  our  late  Presij 
dent,  Who  delivered  the  address  of  Welcome.  D he  following  card 
of  thanks  was  inserted  in  the  daily  papers  :— 

"  The  Women's  Canadian  Historical  Society  takes  this  oppor- 
tunity of  expressing  its  thanks  for  the  kindness  shown  by  the 
"  citizens  0-f  Ottawa,  at  the  annual  convention  of  th6  Ontario  His- 
"  toridal  Society.  Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  City 
"Council,  which  contributed  $150.00  towards  the  entertainment  of 
"  the  guests,  the  Ottawa  Electric  Railway,  through  the  kindness  of 
"Mr.  Thomas  Ahearn,  Dr.  King,  Director  of  Dominion  Observatory, 
"  Dr.  Doughty,  Dominion  Archivist,  Dr.  Bonar,  'Master  of  (Mint,  arid 
"  Mr.  Folger,  resident  manager  of  the  Chateau  Laurier." 
The  opening  meeting  of  the  Society  for  the  season  Was  held 
on  Friday,  October  9th,  1914,  at  8  p.m.,  in  the  Y.W.CJL  Hall, 
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which  was  appropriately  decorated  with  flags  of  the  allied  nations 
centred  by  our  motto:  "Love  Thou  Thy  Land."  The  Hon.  Vice- 
President,  Lady  Foster,  occupied  a  seat  on  the  platform,  the 
President  unfortunately  not  being  able  to  be  present  through  ill- 
ness, and  the  'chairman,  Dr.  Jas.  W.  Robertson,  Secretary-Treasur- 
er of  Red  Cross  Society,  in  his  opening  remarks,paid  a  high  tribute 
to  the  work  of  the  Society,  especially  referring  to  the  President, 
whose  prolonged  illness  was  regretted  by  all.  In  his  reference  to 
the  war  he  said,  that  even  if  it  should  last  three  years,  it  would 
be  three  years  of  work  and  ultimate  good,  when  right  would 
mean  might. 

<f Canada  if  Germany  should  win/'  was  the  subject  of  Mr. 
Clarence  Warner's  address.  He  presented  a  vivid  word  picture 
of  the  pitiable  state  Canada  would  be  in  as  a  German  colony. 
During  the  evening  an  inspiring  poem  entitled  "The  Woman's 
Part,"  composed  by  one  of  the  Society's  Vice-Presidents,  Mrs.  I. 
J.  Christie,  was  read  by  Mrs.  Amy  Winning.  Mr.  Charles  Parkin- 
son kindly  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  evening  by  singing, 
"It's  a  Long  Way  to  Tipperary,"  the  audience  joining  in  the 
chorus.  The  National  Anthem  brought  to  a  close  a  most  enjoyable 
and  instructive  open  meeting.  A  historic  relic  near  the  platform 
was  viewed  with  great  interest — one  of  the  International  Bound- 
ary Posts  (in  connection  with  the  Ashburton — Webster  Treaty, 
1842)  in  use  between  the  river  St.  Croix  and  the  St.  Lawrence,  to 
mark  the  boundary  line  between  'Canada  and  the  United  States. 
These  iron  posts  are  now  replaced  by  granite.  This  post  was  a 
gift  to  the  city  from  Dr.  W.  F.  King,  Director  of  Dominion  Obser- 
vatory, and  International  Commissioner,  and  given  by  the  city 
into  the  care  of  the  Women's  Canadian  Historical  Society.  It 
bears  on  its  four  sides  the  following  inscriptions: — Treaty  of 
Washington.  Boundary,  August  19,  1842.  J.  B.  Estcourt,  H.B.M. 
Commissioner.  Albert  Smith,  U.S.  Commissioner.  The  post  is 
6  feet  long,  6  inches  in  width  at  the  base,  tapering  to  4x/2  inches 
at  the  top.  This  historic  relic  has  been  erected  on  Nepean  Point 
by  kind  permission  of  Hon.  Robert  Rogers,  it  having  been  Mrs. 
Ahearn's  special  wish  that  it  be  placed  there.  Mr.  Ahearn  kindly 
undertook  the  necessary  arrangements. 
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At  the  first  general  meeting  held  in  November,  Mrs.  Walter 
Armstrong  gave  a  delightful  account  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Ontario  Historical  Society  in  June,  1914,  as  guests  of  this 
Society,  in  the  Capital.  Our  late  President  gave  the  address  of 
welcome  at  the  first  session  in  the  ballroom  of  the  Chateau  Laurier 
on  the  evening  of  the  2nd  of  June,  at  which  meeting,  Hon.  Martin 
Burrell  welcomed  the  delegates  on  behalf  of  the  Government,  and 
Sir  Geo,  E.  Foster  delivered  the  address  of  the  evening  on  "His- 
tory.'' Mention  was  also  made  of  the  various  social  events  given 
in  honour  of  the  visitors,  namely  the  reception  and  garden  party 
at  Buena  Vista,  the  home  of  our  late  President ;  the  reception  at 
Dominion  Observatory  by  Dr.  King;  at  the  Royal  Mint  by  the 
Master,  Dr.  Jas,  Bonar,  and  at  the  Dominion  Archives  by  Dr.  A. 
G.  Doughty.  The  report  also  included  interesting  extracts  from 
the  various  historical  papers,  and  an  account  of  the  inauguration 
of  the  site  for  the  'Champlain  monument.  The  second  paper  read 
at  the  November  meeting  was  the  report  of  Mrs,  J.  B.  Simpson, 
Who  represented  the  Ottawa  Women's  Canadian  Historical  Society 
at.  the  100th  Anniversary  of  the  Battle  of  Lundy's  Lane  and  Peace 
Celebration  held  at  Niagara  Falls  on  July  25th,  1914.  Miss  Roth- 
Well,  Treasurer,  and  Miss  Read,  Librarian,  also  attended  this 
historic  celebration  and  placed  the  tribute  of  a  laurel  wreath  from 
this  Society  on  the  base  of  the  battle  monument,  where  in  the  vault 
underneath  lie  twenty-two  soldiers  of  the  Royal  Scots,  89th,  103rd, 
and  other  British  regiments.  Mention  was  made  in  the  report  of 
the  reception  by  Mr.  G.  W.  Geary,  President  of  the  Lundy's  Lane 
Historical  Society;  of  the  luncheon  at  the  Clifton  House  to  the 
delegates  from  both  sides  of  the  border ;  of  the  order  of  procession 
to  the  battlefield,  now  Drummond  Hill  Cemetery,  said  procession 
consisting  of  Military  under  command  of  Lt.-Col.  Fred  Hill, 
Veteran  Associations,  tl.  E.  Loyalists,  Mayors  and  Councillars  of 
Niagara  Falls,  Ontario  and  New  York,  and  Centenary  Peace 
Committees  of  both  nations ;  of  the  exhibit  tent,  full  of  historic 
relics,  and  of  the  inspiring  speeches  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of 
Ontario,  Sir  John  Gibson,  Hon.  Peter  Porter  of  Tonawanda,  U.S., 
and  others, 

At  the  December  meeting  a  paper  on  the  first  of  the  series  of 
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French  Treaties  in  their  relation  to  Canada  was  very  ably  pre- 
pared and  read  toy  Miss  Magdalen  Casey,  who  chose  as  her  subject 
the  Treaty  of  St.  Germain-en-laye,  dealing  largely  with  the  four 
trading  companies  and  Champlain's  efforts  to  have  the  colony 
which  in  1629  had  surrendered  to  the  British  fleet  under  David 
Kirke,  restored  to  France.  This  he  succeeded  in  doing,  and  by  the 
terms  of  the  treaty  Canada  was  given  back  by  Charles  I.  of  Eng- 
land, in  return  for  the  payment  of  the  unpaid  half  of  the  dowry 
of  his  Queen — Henrietta  Maria. 

At  this  meeting  the  Society  was  regretfully  obliged  to  accept 
the  resignation  of  Mrs.  J.  B.  Simpson  as  Recording  Secretary 
owing  to  her  duties  as  English  Secretary  of  the  Historic  Land- 
marks Association  requiring  all  of  her  time.  An  appreciative  vote 
of  thanks  was  tendered  to  Mrs.  Simpson  for  her  valuable  services 
to  the  Women's  Canadian  Historical  Society  for  a  period  of  nearly 
six  years.  Mrs.  Gullock  was  appointed  Recording  Secretary  for 
the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Owing  to  the  death  of  our  late  President,  and  oat  of  respect 
to  her  memory,  no  meetings  were  held  in  January. 

At  the  February  meeting  Mrs.  Walter  Armstrong,  Vice- 
President,  presided,  and  before  beginning  the  programme  of  the 
afternoon,  paid  an  eloquent  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Mrs.  Ahearn. 
The  Treaty  of  Rhyswick,  1697,  was  the  subject  of  a  most  compre- 
hensive and  delightfully  treated  paper  by  Mme.  Gerin,  who  traced 
the  sociological  'and  political  conditions  of  Europe  prior  to  the 
signing  of  the  Treaty  and  gave  the  results  affecting  Canada. 

At  the  general  meeting  in  March  Mme.  Rheaume  read  a  most 
interesting  and  instructive  paper  on  "The  Treaty  of  Utrecht, 
April  llth,  1718,"  showing  how  Acadia  passed  out  of  the  hands 
of  the  French,  and  into  the  hands  of  the  English,  and  telling  of 
the  appointment  of  Commissions  on  each  side  to  decide  the  ques- 
tion of  the  boundary  line  between  Acadia  and  New  England,  and 
between  New  York  and  Canada,  which  the  Treaty  of  Rhyswick 
had  left  unsettled.  The  final  settlement  did  not  take  place  until 
1889,  under  an  Imperial  Act,  which  decided  the  southern  boundary 
of  Canada. 

A  paper  on  the  last  treaty  of  the  French  series,  Aix  la 
Chapelle,  was  given  on  Monday,  March  29th,  previous  to  the 
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Annual  Meeting  tin  that  date,  by  Mnle.  Lelievre,  and  dealt  paf* 
ticularly  with  the  clauses  relating  to  Canada  and  of  the  ceding  to 
France,  by  England,  of  Cape  Breton  and  Louisburg. 

The  Society  decided  'to  present  a  testimonial  to  Mrs.  J.  B, 
Simpson,  in  acknowledgment  of  her  valuable  services  as  Record- 
ing Secretary.  Miss  Rothwell  and  Miss  Read  undertook  the 
pleasing  task,  and  waited  upon  Mrs.  Simpson  on  Christmas  Eve, 
presenting  her  with  "A  Scrap  of  Paper. '*  Mrs.  Simpson  was 
taken  by  surprise,  but  appreciated  to  the  full  the  kind  thought  of 
the  Society.  In  order  to  have  a  souvenir,  which  could  be  handed 
down  in  her  family,  Mrs.  Simpson  procured  a  handsome  brass  ink- 
stand, suitably  engraved,  with  part  of  the  amount  presented. 

Lady  Foster,  Hon.  Vice-President,  graciously  consented  to 
act  as  President  during  the  illness  of  our  late  President,  presiding 
at  all  executive  meetings,  the  December  meeting,  and  the  Annual, 
assisted  by  Vice-Presidents  Mme,  ftheaume,  who  took  the  general 
meeting  in  November,  Mrs.  Walter  Armstrong,  the  February  meet- 
ing, and  Mrs.  Geo.  Newcombe,  who  presided  on  March  12th. 

Mrs.  J.  B.  Simpson  represented  this  Society  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Canada  held  at  Montreal  in  May, 
1914,  and  presented  a  condensed  report  of  this  Society  for  the 
preceding  year. 

Mrs.  Billings  was  appointed  to  represent  the  Ottawa  Women 's 
Canadian  Historical  Society  on  the  Council  of  the  Historic  Land- 
marks Association  of  Canada,  with  which  Association  this  Society 
is  affiliated. 

The  following  have  been  elected  Hctooilrary  members  during' 
the  year  *-— Dr.  W.  F.  King,  Director  of  Dominion  Observatory, 
Hon.  W.  J.  Roche,  M.D.,  Dr.  James  Bonar,  Master  of  Mint,  Mr. 
Thos.  Ahe?arn,  Dr.  Jas.  Robertson,  Mr.  Clarence  Warner. 

The  thanks  of  the  Society  were  tendered  to  Mr.  J.  D.  Fraser 
for  his  kindness  in  acting  as  auditor. 

Many  th'anks  are  due  to  the  Press  for  kindly  notices  through- 
out the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

To  the  Women 's  Canadian  Historical  Society  of  Ottawa. 

1815-1915 — One  hundred  years  of  comparative  peace,  to  cul- 
minate in  the  tragedy  of  the  bloodiest  and  most  terrific  war  known 
in  the  history  of  the  world.  Our  always  important  Society  will 
find  itself  this  year  in  a  still  more  important  position.  History, 
Canadian  as  well  as  European,  is  being  manufactured  from  the 
pride  and  glory  of  our  manhood.  Today,  Canada  is  fighting, 
thousands  of  miles  away.  When  we  meet  again  for  the  next  year's 
work,  what  tales  will  we  have  to  tell, — or  will  we  need  to  tell 
them?  Will  they  be  revealing  themselves  on  our  own  soil?  God 
alone  can  tell.  "He  veils  our  vision,  lest  it  be  too  much  for  us." 

About  one  hundred  and  twenty  letters  have  been  received 
and  answered,  to  say  nothing  of  pamphlets,  advertisements,  lists 
of  publications,  etc.  Owing  probably  to  the  disturbed  state  of 
Europe,  our  British  and  Foreign  correspondence  has  been  con- 
siderably less  than  in  former  years. 

The  Royal  Colonial  Institute  of  London,  England,  through  Mr. 
Evans  Lewin,  has  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  report  for  1913-14. 

Mr.  Albert  Berthel  of  Friars  Stile  Road,  London,  wrote  us  in 
December  asking  if  we  would  care  to  buy  from  him  for  our 
library  some  water  color  paintings  relating  to  various  towns  in 
Canada.  Two  of  these,  which  Mr.  Berthel  thought  would  be  of 
particular  interest  to  us,  were  painted  by  G.  H.  Andrews,  one  in 
1850,  the  other  ten  years  later. 

Our  Foreign  correspondence  is  confined  to  a  strong  protest 
from  some  fifteen  or  sixteen  of  the  French  Uinversities  against 
the  accusation  of  Germany,  as  to  France  being  the  sole  cause  of 
the  present  war.  Since  May  last,  we  have  heard  nothing  of  our 
semi-annual  correspondent,  Mr.  Karl  Trubner,  of  Strassburg,  who, 
as  in  former  years,  asked  for  our  list  of  Officers,  to  be  embodied 
in  their  Year-book  of  learned  institutions,  "Minerva."  As  Strass- 
burg is  in  the  war  zone,  we  can  probably  take  it  for  granted  that 
we  will  not  be  included  again  for  some  time  to  come — if  ever. 

Our  connection  with  various  American  institutions  is  broad- 


ening  considerably,  and  now  extends  from  the  Atlantic  to  the 
Pacific,  in  so  far  as  an  amicable  arrangement  has  been  made  for 
the  interchange  of  publications. 

Acknowledgments  for  Transactions  and  Reports  have  been 
received  from:  Bureau  of  Railway  Economics  Library,  Washing- 
ton; State  Historical  Society  of  Missouri;  Library  of  Congress, 
Washington;  State  Historical  Society  of  Wisconsin;  Buffalo 
Historical  Society;  State  Library  of  Massachusetts;  The  John 
Crerar  Library  of  Chicago;  The  Western  Reserve  Historical 
Society,  and  the  New  York  Public  Library. 

The  Washington  Historical  Quarterly,  published  by  the 
Washington  University  State  Historical  Society  wrote  asking  for 
all  of  our  publications,  in  exchange  for  a  full  set  of  their  own. 

The  Index  Department  of  the  New  York  Times  has  sent  a 
request  to  place  their  Quarterly  Encyclopaedia  of  News,  upon 
our  book  shelves. 

In  November  we  received  an  invitation  to  send  a  delegate  to 
Chicago  to  take  part  in  the  eleventh  annual  conference — on  the 
problems  of  historical  societies — in  connection  with,  and  as  part 
of,  the  thirtieth  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Historical  Asso- 
ciation, held  in  Chicago  from  the  28th  to  the  31st  of  December. 
No  delegate  being  appointed,  a  condensed  report  was  sent. 

A  list  of  the  publications  of  the  University  of  California  was 
received,  coupled  with  a  request  for  an  exchange. 

Naturally  in  a  work  of  the  kind  in  which  we  are  engaged,  one 
letter,  or  even  two  or  three,  does  not  always  end  the  correspond- 
ence between  the  secretaries  of  the  various  institutions  >or  socie- 
ties; also,  we  would  add,  that  all  communications 'received  by  your 
Secretary  are  submitted  to  the  Executive  for  discussion  or  ap- 
proval, as  nothing  is  done  on  the  initiative  of  a  single  Officer  of 
the  Society;  all  donations  of  books,  pamphlets,  etc.,  are  immedi- 
ately acknowledged  however. 

Mr.  Greorge  Todd,  of  New  York,  Editor  of  "Armory  and  Line- 
ages of  Canada,"  has  written  asking  the  Society  to  subscribe  to 
the  1914  edition.  Mr.  Todd  is  a  son  of  the  late  Dr.  Alpheus  Todd, 
C.M.G.,  Librarian  of  Parliament,  Ottawa. 
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From  the  New  York  Public  Library  came  the  request — 
rather  flattering  to  us — for  a  collection  of  our  publications,  as 
they  consider  them  important  for  reference. 

The  Western  Reserve  Historical  Society  of  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
wrote  in  November,  asking  for  our  publications  and  offering 
theirs  in  return. 

In  October,  we  received  a  communication  from  New  Orleans, 
informing  us  of  the  celebration  of  the  one  hundred  years  of  peace 
commemoration,  and  the  anniversary  of  the  Battle  of  New  Orleans, 
and  inviting  us  to  have  our  Society  represented  on  that  occasion, 
but,  as  it  happened,  we  were  not  in  a  position  to  do  so.  A  request 
was  also  made  to  have  some  record,  or  relic — connected  with  the 
history  of  Louisiana — sent  to  them,  as  part  of  their  exhibit,  to  be 
held  in  connection  with  the  celebration,  and  to  become  part  of 
their  permanent  Archives,  which  are  now  housed  in  a  room  in  the 
Cabildo,  which  has  been  specially  dedicated  to  the  use  of  the 
Society,  by  the  City  of  New  Orleans. 

Several  communications  have  been  exchanged  with  the 
Library  of  Congress  at  Washington,  in  connection  with  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Society. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society,  our  local  and 
other  societies  joined  in  extending  an  invitation  to  the  American 
Historical  Association,  to  hold  the  Annual  Meeting  of  1916  in 
Ottawa.  Previous  arrangements  having  been  made,  this  invitation 
was  regretfully  declined,  but  hopes  are  entertained  that  in  the 
near  future  a  meeting  may  be  held  in  Canada.  Correspondence 
with  the  Ontario  Historical  Society  has  this  year  been  more 
extensive  than  usual,  owing  no  doubt  to  the  fact  of  our  having 
them  as  our  guests  for  their  annual  meeting  (1914),  and  many 
letters  and  cards  were  received  and  answered  in  this  connection. 

The  Librarian  of  the  University  of  Toronto  acknowledged  the 
receipt  of  the  annual  report  of  1913-14,  as  did  also  the  Lennox  and 
Addington  Society,  through  their  President,  Mr.  Warner.  The 
Legislative  Library,  Toronto;  the  Commissioners  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Library  of  the  Province  of  Manitoba;  and  the  Ontario  His- 
torical Society,  through  Mr.  A.  F.  Hunter,  acknowledged  receipt 
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of  annual  reports  of  1908-9-10-11,  and  Volumes  II,  IV.,  and  V, 
of  the  Transactions,  these  particular  numbers  having  been  found 
missing  in  their  library. 

Among  other  matters  of  interest  to  the  Society,  were  letters 
from  the  Department  of  Education,  Toronto,  with  reference  to 
the  annual  grant,  which  had  been  inadvertently  delayed.  "We 
hope  this  year  to  receive  it  more  promptly,  instructions  to  that 
effect  having  been  given  by  Mr.  McGarry,  Provincial  Treasurer. 

In  November,  The  Carswell  Company  Limited,  of  Toronto, 
Law  Book  Publishers,  wrote  your  Secretary,  in  the  name  of  one 
of  their  clients,  for  a  full  set  of  Transactions,  which  was  imme- 
diately sent. 

We  received  a  letter  from  Miss  Gilkison  of  Bran'tford,  in 
which  she  thanks  us  for  our  hospitality  to  her  while  in  Ottawa, 
in  June,  as  a  delegate  from  the  Brant  Historical  Society.  She  also 
refers  to  Transactions,  Vol.  V.,  containing  a  paper  on  "The  Battle 
of  the  Windmill,"  in  which  engagement  her  grand-uncle,  Major 
Alexander  Grant,  took  part.  Miss  Gilkison  also  speaks  of  her 
father  having  been  on  guard  at  Chippewa,  and  present  with  Sir 
Allen  MeNab,  at  the  cutting  down  of  the  "  Caroline. " 

Letters  were  received  in  April  of  last  year  from  Mr.  Dearness, 
of  London,  past  president  of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society,  with 
reference  to  the  coming  meeting  in  June,  to  be  held  in  Ottawa, 
which  was  at  that  time  looked  forward  to  with  great  enthusiasm, 
and  is  now  an  accomplished  fact,  leaving  behind  it  memories,  both 
pleasant  and  sad,  but  in  either  case,  memories  that  will  live,  so 
long  as  'Canadian  Historical  Societies  continue  to  exist. 

The  President  of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society  has  kept  in 
close  touch  with  us  in  many  ways,  and  has  proved,  on  the  whole, 
a  most  satisfactory  correspondent.  At  our  first  executive  meeting 
for  the  season  of  1914-15,  Mr.  Warner,  of  Napanee,  and  Dr.  James 
Robertson,  of  Ottawa,  were  placed  upon  the  list  of  honorary 
members.  Both  of  these  gentlemen  later  acknowledged  the  honor 
conferred  upon  them,  in  very  flattering  terms. 

Letters  of  thanks  were  received  from  Lady  Foster  and  Lady 
Borden,  in  acknowledgment  of  letters  and  telegrams  of  congfatu- 
lation  for  honors  conferred  by  His  Most  Gracious  Majesty,  King 
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George  the  V.,  upon  Sir  George  Foster  and  Sir  Robert  Borden. 

Letters  of  more  or  less  interest  and  importance  have  been 
received  from  officers  of  the  Historic  Landmarks  Association, 
with  which  we  are  affiliated, — a  Society  destined  to  occupy  a  very 
important  place  in  the  history  of  our  Country.  Their  honorary 
Treasurer,  Mr.  George  Durnford,  of  Montreal,  has  written  the 
Society  on  several  occasions,  as  has  also  their  English  Secretary, 
Mrs.  J.  B.  Simpson,  who  is  particularly  optimistic  as  to  results. 

On  the  14th  of  January  the  following  letter  was  received 
from  the  Women 's  Canadian  Historical  Society  of  Toronto. 

"Dear  Mrs.  Billings:  — 

"  At  our  regular  meeting  today,  on  the  motion  of  Miss  Tocque, 
"  seconded  toy  Mrs.  Thompson,  and  carried  by  standing  vote,  I  was 
"instructed  to  convey  to  you  our  sympathy  with  your  Society,  on 
"the  loss  of  so  devoted  and  able  a  President.  I  am  sure  her  pre- 
"  sence  will  be  greatly  missed,  and  her  loss  felt,  by  one  and  all. 

"(Signed)  LUELLA  CORLEY." 

In  May,  of  last  year,  H.  S.  Seaman,  of  Winnipeg,  wrote,  in- 
quiring about  a  magazine  called  "Cosmos/'  published  some  years 
ago,  by  Miss  Josephine  Smith.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Miss 
Magdalen  Casey,  of  the  Dominion  Archives  staff,  and  a  valued 
member  of  our  Society,  I  was  able  to  send  the  desired  information. 
Shortly  after  this  Mr.  Seaman  sent  for  a  complete  set  of  Trans- 
actions. 

In  June,  Mr.  H.  L.  Morphy,  of  Niagara  Falls,  Ont.,  President 
of  the  Lundy  's  Lane  Historical  Society,  wrote  complimenting  us  on 
the  matter  of  our  scrap-book,  saying  they  considered  it  a  splendid 
feature  of  the  work ;  their  Society  also  wished  to  obtain  a  copy  of 
Miss  Read 's  paper,  read  on  the  occasion  of  the  meeting  of  the  Ontario 
Historical  Society  in  Ottawa.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  Miss  Read  had 
no  paper  but,  on  consultation  with  the  President,  who  consented  to 
the  request,  she  was  kind  enough  to  put  her  memorized  facts  into 
black  and  white,  which  was  sent  to  Mr.  Morphy,  who,  later  in 
thanking  us,  said  that  "we  had  increased  the  obligation  under 
which  they  were  already,  for  the  splendid  time  we  have  given 
them  while  in  Ottawa. ' '  An  invitation  was  also  extended  to  the

Society,  to  be  present  at  the  Lundy's  Lane  centennial  celebration, 
which  was  held  at  Niagara  Falls,  Ont.,  on  July  25th,  and  was 
represented  by  several  members. 

A  letter,  dated  Naf  anee,  January  6th,  from  the  President  of 
the  Ontario  Historical  Society,  expressed  keen  regret  at  his  in- 
ability to  be  present  at  the  funeral  of  our  late  President,  Mrs, 
Thomas  Ahearn,  Mr.  Warner  being  confined  to  bed  through  ill- 
ness. A  very  handsome  spray,  with  expressions  of  deep  sympathy 
was  sent,  as  a  marked  token  of  esteem. 

Coming  now  to  our  local  correspondence :  A  letter  of  resig- 
nation as  Eecording  Secretary — which  duties  she  had  so  ably 
performed — was  received  from  Mrs.  J.  B.  Simpson.  This  the 
Society  was  reluctantly  obliged  to  accept,  owing  to  Mrs.  Simp- 
son's appointment  'as  English  Secretary  to  the  Historic  Land- 
marks Association.  A  tangible  expression  of  our  appreciation,  in 
the  form  of  a  cheque,  reached  Mrs.  Simpson  on  Christmas  eve, 
and  brought  us  the  following  letter:

"  Will  you  kindly  convey  to  the  members  of  the  Women's  Oan- 
"  adian  Historical  Society  my  earnest,  heartfelt  thanks  for  their 
"  wonderful  Testimonial,  "the  Scrap  of  'Paper,"  presented  to  me  on 
"  Christmas  eve. 

"  Never  was  laJbor  of  love  crowned  with  so  spontaneous  a 
"  tribute,  and  never  recipient  more  taken  by  surprise  and  overcome 
"toy  the  generous  thoughtfulness  of  the  act — the  memory  of  which 
"  will  forever  foe  cherished.

Acknowledgments  for  sympathy  and  flowers,  have  been  re- 
ceived from  Lady  Foster,  Miss  Earls,  Mrs.  Bligh,  Mrs.  Southam, 
and  Mrs.  Blue. 

Thanks  for  election  to  our  list  of  honorary  members  came 
from  Sir  Robert  Borden,  and  Dr.  W.  F.  King. 

In  April,  1914,  Mrs.  Ahearn  wrote  from  California,  acknow- 
ledging telegram  sent  -to  her,  on  her  Te-election  to  office,  as  Presi- 
dent to  the  Society. 
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A  number  of  letters  of  acceptance  and  regret  were  received 
in  connection  with  the  luncheon  given  at  the  Chateau  Laurier, 
by  the  Society,  in  honor  of  their  guests.  Other  letters  bearing 
upon  the  great  three  days  event  were  from  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier, 
Dr.  J.  L.  Chabot,  Mr.  Warren  Soper,  Dr.  Bonar,  Mr.  P.  D.  Ross, 
Mr.  W.  M.  Southam,  Mr.  Norman  Smith,  Hon.  Robert  Rogers, 
Hon.  W.  T.  Whyte,  Hon.  W.  J.  Roche. 

Our  communications  also  include  letters  from  The  Women's 
Canadian  Club,  and  the  Public  Library. 

Perhaps  the  one,  out  of  the  many  letters  received  which 
touches  us  most  deeply,  was  from  our  late  President — probably 
the  last  she  was  able  to  indite — in  which  she  conveys  her  regretted 
resignation,  and  thanks  to  the  Society  for  "their  loyal  devotion, 
and  efficient,  willing  help,  given  through  all  the  past  years  of  our 
work  together."

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REPORT  OF  THE  ONTARIO  HISTORICAL  CONVENTION 

Held  at  Ottawa,  June  2nd,  3rd,  and  4th,  1914. 


Eead  before  the  Women's  Canadian  Historical  Society  of  Ottawa, 
November  13th,  1914. 

Besides  the  spirit  of  cordial  hospitality  which  greeted  the 
delegates  and  visitors  to  our  'city  on  the  second  of  June,  1914, 
there  was  also  the  beautiful  clear  blue  sky,  and  the  ideal  tempera- 
ture of  the  month  of  roses  to  make  the  strangers  feel  that  Ottawa 
was  just  the  loveliest  spot  in  Canada  for  a  Convention. 

Early  on  Tuesday  all  those  interested  directed  their  steps 
towards  the  Chateau  Laurier,  headquarters  of  the  Convention, 
where  the  beautiful  ball  room  had  been  prepared  for  the  business 
meeting,  while  the  foyer  served  as  a  reception  room,  where  old 
friendships  were  renewed,  (many  <of  the  delegates  having  met  on 
similar  occasions  at  other  places),  new  acquaintances  formed,  and 
pleasant  moments  enjoyed,  before  passing  on  to  the  more  serious 
though  not  less  interesting  proceedings  of  the  Council  Chamber. 

The  first  morning  was  devoted  to  the  registration  of  dele- 
gates, members  and  visitors ;  and  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the 
Ontario  Society.  The  register  showed  representation  from 
Toronto,  Niagara  Falls,  London,  Pembroke,  Napanee,  St.  Thomas, 
Brantford,  Norfolk,  Simcoe,  Hamilton,  Quebec,  Berlin,  "Wood- 
stock, Stratford,  Kingston,  Aylmer,  Ottawa,  and  Buffalo,  N.Y. 

After  Innch,  the  first  general  meeting  was  held,  with  the 
President,  Mr.  John  Dearness  in  the  dhair.  Mr.  Dearness  an- 
nounced that  a  review  of  the  year's  work  would  be  given  by  the 
Secretary,  Mr.  F.  A.  Hunter,  who  immediately  followed  with  his 
report,  which  included  also  that  of  the  Treasurer,  who  was  then 
in  British  Columbia. 

At  the  conclusion  of  this  very  interesting  and  comprehensive 
resume,  came  the  election  of  the  Nominating  and  Resolutions 
Committees,  followed  by  reports  from  the  affiliated  Historical 
Societies  of  Brant  and  Elgin. 

A  report  by  Mr.  Warner  of  the  Committee  on  Monuments 
and  Historic  Sites,  with  a  plea  for  the  preservation  of  those  sites, 
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and  a  motion  by  Mr.  Carstairs  that  a  memorial  tablet  to  the  IT.  E. 
Loyalists  be  erected  in  Westminster  Abbey,  completed  the  busi- 
ness of  the  afternoon. 

Then  followed  a  hurried  exit  to  catch  the  electric  cars,  which 
through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  T.  Ahearn  had  been  provided  to  carry 
the  visitors  to  the  Dominion  Observatory.  Here,  as  guests  of  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior,  Hon.  Dr.  Roche,  we  were  cordially  re- 
ceived by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  King  and  the  staff,  who  showed  us  through 
the  building,  explained  the  many  points  of  interest,  and  presented 
us  with  souvenirs  in  the  form  of  picture  postals  of  the  handsome 
edifice,  and  seismograph  records  of  the  local  earthquate  at  Ottawa 
on  February  10th,  1914,  at  1.31  p.m. ;  and  that  at  San  Francisco 
on  April  18th,  1906.  After  a  group  photograph  had  been  taken 
on  the  lawn,  a  delightful  half  hour  was  spent  in  the  tea  room; 
and  it  was  with  regret  we  heard  the  return  signal,  and  with 
reluctance  we  turned  our  backs  on  the  'beautiful  farm  where 
everything  invited  us  to  linger  oblivious  to  the  pas-sing  of  time. 

A  very  brilliant  gathering  was  that  of  the  first  evening  ses- 
sion, the  magnificent  ball-room  forming  a  most  appropriate  setting 
for  the  interesting  picture,  and  the  programme  of  entertainment 
proving  worthy  of  the  occasion.  On  the  platform  were  the  Presi- 
dent, Mr.Dearness,  our  President  (Mrs.  Ah  earn),  Hon.Mr.Burrill, 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  representing  the  Premier,  Hon.  Mr,  (now 
Sir  Robert)  Borden,  whose  "end  of  the  session"  duties  detained 
him  at  the  House  of  Commons,  and  His  Worship  the  Mayor.  In  a 
brief  and  graceful  address,  our  President,  on  the  part  of  the 
Ottawa  Women's  Historical  Society  welcomed  the  Ontario  Society 
to  Ottawa ;  and  said  that  while  our  city  might  not  have  the  historic 
places  and  battlefields  which  other  towns,  where  she  had  gone  as 
delegate,  had  been  so  proud  to  show,  she  thought  our  beautiful 
national  buildings,  lovely  parks  and  driveways  would  appeal 
strongly  to  the  visitors  and  explain  why  the  Capital  had  become 
so  popular  as  a  Convention  City.  A  few  words  of  welcome  from 
the  Mayor,  representing  the  City  of  Ottawa,  and  a  cordial  greet- 
ing from  Hon.  Mr.  Burrill  on  the  part  of  the  Canadian  Govern- 
ment, brought  us  to  the  splendid  address  of  Mr.  John  Dearness, 
President  of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society.  Among  other  things 
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which  deeply  impressed  his  hearers,  Mr.  Dearness  said:  " While 
editors  and  letter  writers  these  days  have  much  to  say  about  the 
Americanization  and  Anglicizing  of  Canada,  the  signs  are  that 
she  is  rapidly  becoming  neither  American  nor  English,  but  Can- 
adian." Respecting  the  peace  centenary,  Mr.  Dearness  said,  "  Can- 
adians have  a  special  reason  for  celebrating  it.  Had  war  taken 
place  between  England  and  the  United  States  during  the  century, 
Canadian  homes  and  Canadian  soil  would  have  borne  the  brunt  of 
it  and  suffered  the  horrors  that  make  the  scenes  of  warfare  a  hell 
upon  earth. ' '  A  very  interesting  and  clever  address  on  the  ' '  Study 
of  History"  by  Hon.  Mr.  (now  Sir  George)  Foster  brought  to  a 
close  a  most  delightful  evening. 

On  Wednesday  an  interesting  feature  of  the  morning  session 
was  the  singing  of  the  National  Anthem  by  those  present,  and  the 
sending  of  a  cablegram  of  congratulation  to  His  Majesty  the  King 
on  the  occasion  of  his  birthday. 

Mr.  Downey,  ex-M.P.,  gave  an  invitation  from  Orillia  to  hold 
the  next  annual  convention  in  that  city.  Miss  Horsey 's  talk  from 
one  of  our  Society's  scrap-books  was  much  enjoyed  by  all;  and 
Mr.  J.  L.  Morris,  C.E.,  O.L.S.,  of  Pembroke,  read  an  interesting 
paper  on  the  McNab  settlement,  founded  upon  the  records  of  a 
pioneer.  Dr.  Benjamin  Suite  followed  with  an  address  on  "The 
Valley  of  the  Ottawa  in  1613";  remarking  incidentally  on  the 
coincidence  of  Champlain  having  in  his  explorations  landed  on 
the  site  of  Ottawa  just  this  day  three  hundred  and  one  years>  ago 
(June  3,  1613).  The  session  concluded  with  the  report  of  the 
Niagara  Historical  Society,  read  by  Miss  Carnochan. 

In  the  afternoon,  following  the  election  of  officers  for  the 
Ontario  Historical  Society,  came  three  splendid  papers;  one, 
"The  Highway  of  the  Ottawa,"  by  Mr.  T.  Edwin  Sowter,  con- 
sidered by  many  as  the  best  address  on  local  archaelogy  ever  heard 
in  Ottawa,  showed  the  writer  a  master  of  his  subject  and  was 
replete  with  interesting  information,  much  of  it  is  new  even  to  those 
who  had  made  a  study  along  these  lines.  "The  County  History 
as  a  Factor  in  Social  Progress, ' '  by  Miss  Edith  Marsh  of  Toronto, 
was  an  exceedingly  clever  paper  well  calculated  to  send  our 
thoughts  into  deeper  channels,  and  perhaps  a  little  unsettling  to 
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our  usual  viewpoint,  with  its  arguments  rather  in  favor  of  the  red 
men  of  early  days,  whose  communal  mode  of  life,  the  author  said, 
show  greater  justice  and  equity  than  our  present  competitive 
system.  "A  time  will  come,"  Miss  Marsh  said,  "when  we  shall 
have  put  the  power  of  money  where  it  belongs ;  when  we  have 
ceased  to  honor  men  for  their  wealth  until  we  know  how  it  has 
been  obtained ;  when  men  can  no  longer  buy  their  way  into  public 
favor  and  social  prestige.  A  social  system  which  allows  monopoly 
to  dispossess  the  tillers  of  the  soil  can  never  tend  towards  national 
greatness."  Mr.  E.  H.  Scammell,  Secretary  of  the  Canadian  Peace 
Centenary  Association,  gave  a  delightful  and  instructive  address 
on  the  events  leading  up  to  the  Rush — Bagot  Treaty  of  1817,  and 
the  century  of  peace  that  has  followed. 

At  four  o'clock  the  weather,  which  had  been  all  day  rather 
threatening,  cleared,  and  the  visitors  were  taken  for  an  automo- 
bile drive  around  the  city.  Surprise  and  delight  were  freely  ex- 
pressed as  one  after  another  of  our  many  beautiful  spots  was 
disclosed  to  the  admiring  tourist ;  and  all  too  soon  the  allotted  time 
was  passed,  and  we  were  conveyed  to  the  scene  of  the  next  social 
function  (arranged  in  honor  of  our  guests.  Beautiful  Buena  Vista, 
the  home  of  our  President,  had  thrown  wide  its  hospitable  doors, 
and  within,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Dearness  of  Toronto,  Mrs.  Ahearn 
gave  kindly  Welcome  to  the  many  arrivals  and  extended  to  them 
the  freedom  of  her  lovely  house.  Sweet  strains  of  music  from  an 
invisible  orchestra  blended  with  the  hum  of  voices,  and  the  tinkle 
of  the  teacups,  while  the  happy  moments  sped  >a'll  too  swiftly  on, 
and  only  recollection  of  the  evening  session  could  reconcile  us  to 
the  breaking  up  of  the  merry  gathering.  Au  revoirs  were  hur- 
riedly exchanged  and  another  afternoon  was  added  to  the  charm- 
ing memories  of  the  Convention. 

Wednesday  evening  gave  us  an  enchanting  address  by  Walter 
S.  Herrington,  B.A.,  K.C.,  of  Napanee  on  "Pioneer  Life  on  the 
Bay  of  Quinte";  and  a  most  interesting  talk  by  Wilfred  Campbell, 
LL.D.,  Ottawa,  on  *  *  Some  old-time  Canadian  newspaper  and  news- 
paper writers."  After  comparing  conditions  of  the  press  and  the 
people  of  a  generation  or  two  past  with  those  of  today,  Dr.  Camp- 
bell spoke  of  four  men  prominent  in  newspaper  life  fifty  or  sixty 
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years  ago.  These  were,  Hugh  Scobie,  J.  Sheridan  Hogan,  Col. 
Brown  Chamberlain,  and  John  Lowe.  Paying  high  tribute  to 
them,  the  speaker  said  these  men  had  performed  yeoman  service 
in  the  building  of  Canada,  and  that  some  permanent  memorial 
to  such  as  these  should  be  erected  as  a  tribute  to  their  greatness. 
Dr.  Frank  H.  Severance,  Secretary  -of  the  Buffalo  Historical 
Society,  made  a  happy  speech,  winning  the  hearts  of  his  hearers 
by  his  plea  for  good  feeling  and  "entente  cordiale''  between  them 
and  their  fellow-men  across  the  border.  He  suggested  that  a 
paper  be  submitted  at  some  future  meeting  on  the  "Evolution  of 
Cordiality." 

The  evening  was  brought  to  a  close  by  the  reading  of  the 
report  of  the  Ottawa  Historical  Society  by  one  of  your  delegates, 
Sirs.  Walter  Armstrong. 

Thursday  morning,  after  the  report  of  the  Resolutions  Com- 
mittee, our  Convenor  of  Scrap-books,  Miss  Eva  Read,  gave  a 
charming  resume  of  important  events  of  the  Dominion  from  one  of 
our  scrap-books.  Her  summary  carried  us  in  spirit  from  the 
shadow  of  the  Boer  war  in  1899-1902,  down  to  the  more  pleasant 
shades  of  the  Peace  Centenary,  and  was  so  excellently  arranged 
that  Mr.  Patullo  complimented  the  writer,  saying  that  in  a  long 
journalistic  career  he  had  never  known  a  summary  more  cleverly 
done. 

Mrs.  Donald  H.  McLean,  of  our  Society,  held  the  delighted 
attention  of  the  meeting  with  her  very  able  paper  on  the  "Treaty 
of  Washington,  1871." 

Votes  of  thanks  to  the  ladies  for  the  fine  contributions  they 
had  made  to  the  meetings  were  unanimously  accorded,  on  motion 
of  Mr.  Patullo,  seconded  by  Dr.  French. 

Greetings  from  the  Quebec  Historical  Society,  the  oldest  in  Can- 
ada, were  tendered  by  Dr.  J.  M.  Harper  of  that  city,  and  the  meet- 
ing adjourned  to  the  banquet  room,  where  the  delegates  and 
visitors  were  entertained  at  lunch  by  the  Ottawa  Society.  This 
function,  presided  over  by  our  President  and  attended  by  one 
hundred  ladies  and  gentlemen,  was  most  delightfully  informal, 
with  an  air  of  real  jollity  and  good  humor  pervading.  The  "after 
dinner  speeches,"  particularly  those  of  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  and 
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Eon.  (how  Sir)  George  Poster,  fairly  scintillated  with  the  flashes 
of  wit  and  repartee.  Again  the  stern  exigencies  of  state  affairs 
kept  the  Premier  from  us,  but  Mrs.  (now  Lady)  Borden,  with 
Lady  Laurier,  Mrs.  (now  Lady)  Faster,  Mrs.  Burrill,  and  the 
Lady  Mayoress  -were  among  the  interesting  group  at  the  table  of 
honor. 

After  lunch  came  the  delightful  walk  down  through  the  beau- 
tiful Major's  Hill  Park  to  the  Archives,  where  Dr.  Doughty, 
Dominion  Archivist,  and  his  staff,  welcomed  the  visitors  and 
showed  them  Over  the  place  which  had  been  artistically  decorated 
with  cut  flowers  and  palms  in  honor  of  the  occasion.  Reluctantly 
tearing  ourselves  away  from  this  fascinating  realm  of  history, 
literature  and  art,  we  proceeded  to  the  Royal  Mint  and  were 
shown  the  many  processes  necessary  for  converting  copper,  silver 
and  gold  into  the  coin  of  the  realm. 

Then  all  steps  were  turned  back  to  Nepean  Point  where,  three 
hundred  and  one  years  ago  on  the  very  spot,  (as  accurately  as 
historians  can  calculate)  where  the  heroic  Champlain  stood  facing 
the  sun  to  regain  his  bearings,  was  turned  the  first  sod  on  the 
site  of  the  monument  to  be  erected  to  the  memory  of  the  greaj; 
'explorer.  To  our  own  President  fell  the  honor  of  performing  the 
ceremony  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Warner,  the  new  President  of 
the  Ontario  Historical  Society.  Dr.  J.  K.  Foran,  Secretary  of  the 
Champlain  Monument  Committee,  delivered  the  inaugural  ad- 
dress, which  was  a  masterpiece  of  patriotic  sentiment,  eloquently 
and  poetically  expressed.  Dr.  Foran  paid  high  tribute  to  the 
artist  and  sculptor,  Mr.  Hamilton  MacCarthy,  when  he  said  "The 
Monument  was  in  every  way  worthy  of  the  great  Champlain,  and 
that  when  brought  from  the  foundry  where  it  is  being  bronzed, 
and  placed  on  this  historic  spot,  his  effigy  will  revive  that  day  in 
1613  when  in  this  very  place  he  stood,  and,  gazing  at  the  splendors 
of  nature  in  the  panorama  before  him  he  heard  in  the  thundering 
roar  of  the  great  Chaudiere  a  mighty  voice  pro-claiming  that  far 
to  the  west  extended  a  land  vast  in  its  proportions,  unlimited  in 
its  resources,  and  one  day  to  be  immeasurable  in  its  liberties." 
*' Happy  are  we,v  the  orator  added,  "to  live  in  an  hour  that 
beholds  the  realization  of  Champlain 's  dream,  and  worthy  of  the 
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coming  generations  is  our  work  of  commemoration,  the  first  step 
towards  which  we  are  taking  this  day."  Dr.  Suite  followed 
in  a  brief  but  enthusiastic  appreciation  of  Champlain,  terming 
him  the  first  Canadian  in  the  truest  sense  of  the  word. 

This  ceremony  concluded  in  most  impressive  manner  the 
three  days7  Convention  of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society  which 
was  admitted  to  be  one  of  the  most  successful  ever  held  by  that 
body.  Besides  the  formal  vote  of  thanks  so  enthusiastically 
passed  by  the  Society,  one  heard  everywhere  expressions  of  de- 
light at  the  programme  of  entertainment  provided  for  the  visitors, 
at  the  beauty  of  our  City,  and  the  courtesy  of  our  citizens ;  while 
we  the  members  of  the  Ottawa  Women's  Historical  Society  could 
only  hope  for  an  early  opportunity  of  again  meeting  those  who  by 
their  kind  appreciation  of  our  efforts  had  made  the  task  of  enter- 
taining a  most  pleasant  one.

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A  SHORT  ACCOUNT  OF  THE  100TH  ANNIVERSARY  OF  THE 

BATTLE  OF  LUNDY'S  LANE  AND  PEACE  CELEBRATION, 

HELD  AT  NIAGARA  FALLS,  ONT.,  JULY  25,  1914. 

Read  before  the  Women's  Canadian  Historical  Society  of  Ottawa, 
November  13, 1914. 

Today,  our  convictions  are  being  expressed  in  deeds,  not 
words — throughout  the  British  Empire  all  races  are  springing  to 
the  aid  and  answering  the  call  of  the  Motherland — but,  all  was 
peace,  when,  in  response  to  the  cordial  invitation  of  the  President 
and  members  of  the  Lundy's  Lane  Historical  Society,  to  our 
President  and  members  of  the  Women's  Canadian  Historical  So- 
ciety of  Ottawa,  you  were  represented  by  your  Treasurer,  Miss 
Rothwel'l;  Librarian,  Miss  Read;  and  Recording  becretary,  Mrs. 
Simpson,  as  accredited  delegate. 

Starting  by  different  ways  and  dates,  this  happy  trio  met  in 
Toronto  on  Friday  morning,  24th,  and  soon  found  themselves 
under  the  hospitable  wing  of  an  invaluable  member  of  our  Society, 
Mrs.  E.  J.  Thompson,  whose  home  is  now  in  Toronto.  After  a 
delightful  luncheon  with  her  at  the  "Alexandra"  we  embarked 
on  the  Str.  "Chippewa"  for  Niagara-on-the-Lake,  where  the 
yearly  military  camp  is  held,  and  where  our  friendly  guide 
initiated  us  into  every  spot  of  historic  interest,  including  Miss 
Carnochan's  "Memorial  Hall.'' 

Saturday  morning  we  took  the  train  for  Niagara  Falls,  arriv- 
ing at  the  Clifton  Hotel  at  10  o'clock.  We  were  met  by  Mr. 
Clarance  Warner,' President  of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society; 
Mr. R.W.Geary,  President  of  Lundy's  Lane  Society;  Mr.  Jackson, 
Secretary-Treasurer,  and  Park  Supt. ;  Dr.  Coyne  of  St.  Thomas ; 
and  many  of  our  old  convention  friends,  and  introduced  to  many 
new  American  cousins. 

The  day,  like  our  reception,  being  very  warm,  we  chose  the 
motor  drive  to  the  grounds,  instead  of  falling  in  with  the  order  of 
procession — the  extent  of  which  can  be  imagined : — The  military, 
under  command  of  Lt.-Col.  Fred  Hill;  other  military  contin-

gents;  Veteran  Associations  of  Ontario;  Cadets;  Ontario  His- 
torical; U.  E.  Loyalists;  Mayor  Dores  and  Alderman  of  Niagara 
Falls,  Ont.,  and  Mayor  Laughlin  and  Council  of  Niagara  Falls, 
N.Y. ;  Chiefs  of  the  Six  Nation  and  other  Indians ;  Historic  and 
Patriotic  Societies  of  both  nations ;  Centenary  Peace  Celebration 
Committees  of  Niagara  Falls,  Ontario,  and  New  York,  etc. 

Arriving  at  the  battlefield,  now  Drummond  Hill  Cemetery — 
the  sight  was  inspiring — everything  en  fete  with  flags  and  flowers. 
How  changed  from  the  scene  of  100  years  ago !  Over  the  grand 
stand  ran  the  motto : — 

"Upon  this  bill  we  pause  and  list  to  memories  far, 
W>hen  from  this  sacred  height  boomed  forth  the  roar  of  war." 

Tiers  of  seats  in  front  held  the  happy,  maple-crowned  school 
children,  who  interspersed  the  speeches  with  patriotic  songs. 

The  chairman  of  the  celebration,  Mr.  Arisen,  introduced  the 
speakers.  Ceremonies  were  opened  by  an  Invocation  for  continued 
peace  by  Eev.  Andrew  Robb,  and  an  address  of  welcome  was  given 
by  the  Mayor,  Mr.  Oliver  Dores.  Sir  John  Gibson,  the  Lt.-Governor 
of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  was  accorded  a  fine  reception.  In  his 
address,  referring  to  the  patriotic  valor  of  our  ancestors  which 
had  given  us  such  a  glorious  heritage,  he  declared  "There  was 
room  on  this  continent  for  two  great  Anglo-Saxon  peoples  to  live 
in  amity,  and  that  after  100  years  of  friendship  war  was  now 
unthinkable."  (What  a  good  thing  for  us  on  this  continent  that 
we  respect  our  "Scraps  of  Paper!") 

Among  other  patriotic  and  historic  addresses  of  special  note 
were  those  of : — the  Hon.  Peter  A.  Porter,  grandson  of  General  B. 
Porter  who  commanded  the  American  forces  in  the  Niagara 
Falls,  N.Y.  section  of  the  "War  of  181.2.  As  a  member  of  their 
State  Legislature,  he  secured  the  franchises  for  the  Niagara 
Falls  Power  Company,  is  counted  the  historian  of  the  Niagara 
Frontier,  and  is  chairman  of  the  Niagara  Falls  100  Years 
Peace  Committee.  May  I  quote  from  him  in  part  ?  He  stated  that 
this  historic  meeting  was  really  "The  initial  step  in  the  celebration 
of  100  year  of  peace  between  the  great  English  speaking  peoples. 
Benjamin  Franklin  remarked  at  the  Treaty  of  Paris,  'This  closes 
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the  War  of  the  Devolution,  but  the  real  war  of  independence  is 
yet  to  'be  fought.'  That  was  the  war  of  1812,  and  its  results 
established  the  United  States  in  its  position  on  the  earth,  made 
Canada  a  more  integral  part  of  the  British  Empire,  welding  its 
loyalty  into  concrete  form,  and  laid  the  foundation  of  its  great- 
ness. The  battle  of  Lundy's  Lane  was  the  only  one  fought  near 
the  Falls  of  Niagara,  the  cataract  which  was  Nature's  supreme 
scenic  gift  to  man,  was  also  the  noblest  symbol  of  peace  upon 
earth/'  He  was  followed  by  Mr.  Clarance  Warner,  President  of 
the  Ontario  Historical  Society;  Dr.  James  Coyne  of  St.  Thomas; 
Chief  Hill  of  the  Six  Nation  Indians,  Brantf ord ;  and  last  but  by 
no  means  least,  Mr.  Frank  Severance,  Secretary  of  the  Buffalo 
Historical  Society,  who  declared,  ''A  speech  at  this  time  of  day 
would  be  tantamount  to  a  renewal  of  hostilities,''  of  which  he  de- 
clined to  be  guilty,  though  he  had  a  few  remarks  to  make.  Col. 
Fred  McQueen's  recitation  of  Duncan  Campbell  Scott's  poem, 
"The  Battle  of  Lundy's  Lane,"  aroused  much  enthusiasm — an 
old  man  from  Lincoln  was  asked  if  he  remembered  the  war — and 
this  is  the  touching  poetic  narrative,  Rufus  Gale  speaks,  1852. 
Many  of  you  may  have  noticed  the  appropriate  reprint  of  this 
poem  in  the  Ottawa  Journal  of  November  7th,  and  its  application 
to  the  present  war. 

A  committee  of  twelve  white-robed  young  ladies  from  both 
sides  of  the  border,  decorated  with  flowers  the  monuments  and 
graves  of  the  fallen  heroes,  while  we  placed  our  tribute,  a  laurel 
'wreath,  on  the  base  of  the  Battle  Monument,"  of  which  Kirby,  at 
the  unveiling  on  July  25th,  1895,  said:  "This  pillar  fair  of  sculp- 
tured stone,  will  show  forever,  in  the  light  of  glory ;  how  England 
and  Canada  stood  fast  that  night — at  Lundy's  Lane,  and  con- 
quered for  the  right ' '  The  remains  of  twenty-two  soldiers  of  the 
Royal  Scots,  89th,  103rd,  and  other  British  regiments  lie  in  the 
vault  beneath  this  granite  shaft. 

The  Exhibit  tent  was  full  of  military  relics  of  the  battle, 
domestic  relics  of  the  U.  E.  Loyalists  and  early  settlers,  and  your 
delegate  was  fortunate  in  viewing  it  all  early,  under  the  guidance 
of  Mr|  Geary,  who  surely  earned  the  reward  of  his  labors  in  the 
appreciation  of  those  present.  Here  our  Librarian  found  her 


American  cousin   (Hon.  P.  Porter),  who   gallantly  treated  our 
party  to  Tea,  while  Mrs.  Thompson  secured  another  snap  shot. 

History  making  is  going  on  at  a  rapid  rate  these  days,  and 
we  trust  our  Scrap  Book  Committee  is  keeping  faithful  and 
accurate  record — thus  contributing  to  the  historical  knowledge 
of  future  generations.  Sir  George  Foster  reminds  us,  in  one  of 
his  invaluable  addresses,  that,  "We  are  the  makers  of  history  in 
this  generation  in  which  we  live,  and  the  sense  of  that  responsi- 
bility, each  doing  our  little  share  faithfully,  working  upon  every 
thoughtful  mind,  would  make  of  us  all  better  citizens,  better  men 
and  better  women. " 

By  American  writers  the  scene  of  this  Centenary  Celebration 
is  frequently  called  the  Battle  of  Bridgewater  or  Niagara  Falls; 
in  the  British  official  records  it  is  known  by  the  name  of  Niagara, 
and,  in  commemoration  of  this  fact,  the  Royal  Scots,  8th,  41st,  and 
89th  bear  that  word  emblazoned  on  their  colours;  but,  amongst 
Canadians  it  receives  the  familiar  appellation  of  Lundy's  Lane. 
''And  yet  the  story  is  ours  to  repeat, 

Of  the  field  that  was  to  decide, 
That  nation  should  neighbor  with  nation, 
As  friends  in  their  friendship  confide. ' ' 

We  respect  our  "Scraps  of  Paper/'  The  Treaty  of  Peace  and 
Amity  stands  inviolate  today.
